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FACTS AND FANICES. 



( From our New York Gorrenponiksnt ) 

II is hardly likely that there are in 
this city more than half a dozen mutes 
who at any one time of the year find 
themselves wilhout employment, as 
Willi very few exceptions, it is geoer 
ally the rule, that when a position is 
secured, despite his misfortune, the 
holder gives entire satisfaction, anil 
00 finding the place proves romuner 
alive, and al, the name time gives pro 
mise of being j)ermanent, he <loes his 
beet to make himself worthy of being 
retained, and, as previously stated, 
generally is. 

Still, as this may be, there are some 
who, although they urn perfectly able 
to Becure employment in a first clasH 
office or work-shop, think because af 
t.er remaining in the position for a 
month fir two, their salary is not in- 
creased, they are being treated unfair 
|y, get disgusted, and without think- 
ing that perhaps their work docs not 
reach the standard of their hearing 
shop-fellows, decide to quit, not know- 
ing if tbey will be able to secure an- 
other place, and thus it often happens 
a month or perhaps six months of 
idleness folloWH. 

This is not always the case, but in 
many inslanceK, if the truth were 
known, it will be found to be oik- of 
the chief causes, and the result is that 
the employer is impressed with the 
opinion that all mutes are the same, 
and on another mute applying for a 
position in the same place his services 
are graciously declined. 

Another instance of how mutes tend 
to deter the prospects of each other 
is the desire to obtain employment 
where one of their own fellows has al- 
ready been favored, thinking that as 
they are as capable as the first men 
tioned, their services will be as will- 
ingly accepted, and without more 
ado, as to the probablo result of their 
step, they apply for the position, stat- 
ing they are first-class workmen (in 
their mind it would seem) and if suc- 
cessful, in time find I boy would have 
done better by seeking employment 
elsewhere, where they would be the 
only " Dummy" in the office. 

"Dummy" is not meant as a slight 
to the members of the silent world, 
but it cannot, be denied that, it ih the 
general appellation applied to nnit.es 
no matter where t hey work, or at least 
in a printing office, and to one who 
has secured employment in sueh an of- 
loe, the endeavors of another mute to 
do likewise will not only tend to injure 
the former's prospects but also the 
latter'*. 

Very few foremen of a printing of- 
fice, if they can, are averse to giving 
a "frame" to a deaf-mute, and if lie 
proves efficient making it steady. He 
will at times " kick'' no doubt, when 
there is a " rush," and he has to stop 
and explain to the "dummy," but al- 
together he will do right by him, and 
after a while as both become better 
acquainted, will think little of the in 
convenience he is put to. 

Mil*, when it conies to employing a 
second mute, it. will be at, once tip 
parent (hat the foreman's inconveni 
cneeis doubled, and after he has given 
" copy" to one, with necessary three 
lions, etc., he finds it, easy to explain 
with his fondue to the other " comps" 
that, follow, i hen he oomM to the 
>nd mute, has to stop again and 
write his explanations. In a fast of 
flee it proves very bothersome not 
only to the foreman, but to the men 
who follow the first mute in their or 
der of "takes" and those that follow 
the second mute. Every minute in 
money to them, and so with two mutes 
in a printing office it will appear ap- 
parent, the general workings of the of 

flee will be interfered with, and the 
conduct of the other compositors to 
both the mules not, as agreeable to 
either M it would lie where only one 
is employed. 

An instance of this nature came to 
our notice last, week. One of our com 
posilors, who has secured a steady 
frame in a first class office, found 
everything favorable till another 
mute, who tried the same trick (it 
teems proper to call it) at another of- 
whein a mute is employed, but 
failed tO obtain it, took unto himself 
the duly applying by letter for a 
vacancy that happened to occur, slat- 
ing he wan a first-class workman, could 
■et 1,400 ems an hour, but, politely 
(Knitted 10 mention he was deaf. 1 1 ih 
application was answered by a request 
to «ril I, which he made haste to do. 
Iniigine the foreman's discomfit tire Ofl 
learning he was a "dummy," and it, be 
ing a busy day, be was given work a 

few hours liter he had applied. The 
nctioiiH of the foreman changed to the 
first, 0Otnp< to whom he hud been pre 
viously very agreeable, which was due 
perhaps tO an impression thai, he was

in the same office, unless they are con- 
fidently certain that by so doing Ihey 
have the approval of the foreman, :ih 
with two mutes in an office, and as 
"fast-office" especially, a double 
amount of trouble is given to the fore 
man, and as much inconvenience to 
the hearing compositors. There are 
many places to be obtained in this 
line, and no mute who is in any degree 
capable should fail to obtain employ 
ment, if they will only pluck up cour- 
age enough to enter en office instead 

of looking up at I ho building and then 
passing on, saying to themselves, " 1 
wish I could get in there." A bold 
front is all that, il deeded.

"It is remarkable Unit the state of 
New Fork should possess three such 
places as Watkin S Glen, Altsable 
Chasm and Chaloaiigay Chasm, and 
that the lust , the wildest and grandest 
of all, should have been so recently ex 
plofed and made accessible to the tou- 
rist, seems to give il the character of 
a i lit- discovery 

"The mind can scarcely free itself 

from the impression that the steep and 
massive walls were the work of some 
medieval master builder, since in ad- 
dition to l heir artificial structural ap- 
pearand', in many places not much 
play of the imagination is needed to 
form in general outline mighty em- 
battled towers and gothic arches that 

may lead far Into toe realm of mys- 
tery. In this whole region there is no 
more beautiful and charming spot than 
this to spend s few summer days, or 

even weeks. ' 

Any further descripl, on of the Chasm 
il deemed surperfiuous. but, it is not 

sueh an easy undertaking to explore 
it, as one might at first imagine. At 
one plaoe the path is along a narrow 
ledge on one side of .vhich a perpendi- 
cular wall towers nearly two hundred 
feet above your head, while on the 
other side, you see nothing but a boil 
ing hell of waters. If you make a 
single false step, you would be carried 
along by the switi waters and finally 
hurled over I he falls and be swallowed 

up in a deep whirpool. The pupils, 

especially the younger portion of them 
were wild with delight, and as for the 
older ones, they aceinc I to enjoy them 
selves hugely, and as it. was intended 
that we should make a day of it, it is 
unnecessary to say that we brought, 
our ilinner with us nor that, it was

If, howevor, tbe object is to get rid of 
the least allusion to our misfortunes, 
the simple expression. " THE NA- 
TIONAL JOURNAL, " coupled with 
a sub-heading in smaller tpye, " Devat 
td to the Interest* of the DeafofAmeri 
ca," would make an admirable head 
ing, wouldn't it T The Journal 
might as well change its heading to 
suit the times as not. To my mind, 
the phrase, " The National Gazette," 
with the same sub-beading suggested 
above, would make a better heading 
for suoh a leading exponent of our 
class. No other paper bo widely re- 
presents our interests, our aspirations 
and our inclinations, from Maine to 
California and Florida to Oregon. 

This is a digression from the subject 
I had in view, which was* give an ac- 
count of (he Deseret School for the 
Deaf, its tips and downs in their repree 
sible conflict between the Gentiles and 
Mormons, on account which has been 
repeatedly asked for by teachers and 
other friends in the East in view of the 
general interest excited by the Mor- 
mon Problem. It might be thought 
that, in the unsettled condition of 
iilTnirs in the Territory, the education 
of the deaf suffers, and il does suffer, 
though not to so great an extent as 
might be imagined. In order to make 
the situation of the school clearly un- 
derstood, we must, go back the session 
of the Territorial Legislature last 
Winter, and pass in review the bitter, 
antagonistic conflict between the Leg- 
islative and Executive Departments, 
between which an unbroken deadlock 
occurred under circumstances of such 
extraordinary interest to as engage the 
attention of President Cleveland, who 
closed the peifornianc.es with a 00UB 
d 'efnt which paralyzed the Gentiles 
and gave occasion for unbounded re- 
joicings on the part of the Mormons. 
who fondly believed that the finger of 
God was in the business. 

The Governor, Hon Eli H. Murray, 
formally opened the business of the 
session with a long, eloquently-word- 
ed address, in which he reviewed the 
affairs of this beautiful Territory in 
whose bosom untold millions of wealth 
lies buried, upon whose hill 
sides countless herds graze in 
peaeoful security, and in whose 
soil a plenteous harvost rewards lion 
est toil." Then changing his topic, 
he referred in terms of severity and 
reproach to national laws violated, to 
the political system which united the 
functions of both church and state in 
the government of this Territory, and 
be closed with a stirring appeal to all 
to fall into line and obey the laws of 
the Nation. The address was receiv- 
ed with the utmost silence and allow 
ed to pass unnoticed. The custom 
ary marks of respect offered to Gubor 
natorial addresses were omitted. 
None moved that the address be put 
on record, no thanks were offered lor 
so masterly a production, in short no 
thing was done. This indignity might 
or might not have been expected by 
Governor Murray, but the battle was 
fairly opened between him and I he 
members of the Legislature. The 
nominations of Gentiles lo Territorial 
offices which his Excellency sent to the 
Council or Upper House of the Legil 
lature, were completely ignored by 
that body. The Governor was nettled 
al this studied neglect, but it does 
not seem probable that be allowed his 
indignation to influence his official 
aots, though President Cleveland be 
heved so. Bill after bill was return 
ed to the Legislature without the 
governor'! signature, but on the 
ground that each bill was either con- 
trary to the spirit of the Organic 
Charter of the Territory, or else an 
attempt to extend the power and in 
fluence of the Mormon Church. A 
good many bills (me from these oh 

{actionable Features were signed by 

the Governor. Before the close of the 
session, the subtle policy of the Legis 
lature was foreshadowed bv the man 
tier in which they piled up all money 
appropriations in the General Appro- 
priation Bill. It was evident, that the 
members proposed lo force the Go 
vernor into a disagreeable alternative. 
Aii\ioiiH for the fate of my school, 
I called upon the Governor at his 
home, and sought to obtain an assur 
bat he would sign a bill for an 
institution, which was then pending in 
the Legislature. While I knew him 
to be a man of kindly instincts, and a 
warm friend to the education ol the 
deaf, still he felt that he oould not 
honorably bind himself in advance of 
the measure, a sentiment which 1 
could not blame, as it was strictly in 
keeping with official integrity, but he 

promised me be would do whatever it 

was in his power to do, to advance the 
intercuts 01 the deaf. By the way, the 
Governor retained in affectionate 
memory the deaf daughter of an old 



friend of his, Mr. Lord, of Louisville, 
Kentucky. 

It is probable that, if the bill in 
favor of the institution for the deal 
had been sent to him separately, he 
would have signed it from motives of 
humanity, but, unfortunately, this as 
surauce only served to make "the Legis 
lature the more determined to incor 
porate the bill in the General Ap 
propriatoii Bill, in order to force the 
Governor to sign or veto all bills, good 
or bad. They would leave him no 
middle course. On his part, the 
Governor was firm in what he consi- 
dered the exercise of his plain duty, 
and would not swerve a hair's breadth 
from the path which be had marked 
out, from either threats or reprisals. 
The Legislature with adroit skill threw 
in a tempting bait to the Governor by 
appropriating tho sum of $2,500 as an 
addition to his salary, in the same 
General Bill. The chief casus belli 
between the Governor and the Legis 
lature was the appointment of ihe 
Territorial officers of Auditor, Treasur- 
er and Superintendent of Public 

Education. The Governor claimed 
that the power of appoint ment, was 
vested in him by tho provisions of the 
Organic Act of the Territory. This, 
the Legislature denied Upon the ground 
that the officers were purely elective 
by tbe people, having been made so 
by a vote of tho Legislative As 
sembly and approved by Governor 
Murray's predecessor in oifioe. Then 
tbe Governor claimed that the laws of 
the National Government over rode 
and mado null or void all Territorial 
laws contrary to them. To this, the 
Legislature replied that it was a well 
understood maxim in legal jurispru- 
dence that all laws passed by Ternlori 
al Legislatures, if allowed to go into 
foice unquestioned and unrcplicd by 
Congress, were to be recognized as 
bona title laws, good for all time. In 
this particular instance, however, the 
Governor made rejoinder that no laws 

of Territorial Legislatures could super 

sede the Organic Act of the Territory, 
and that whatever was contrary to its 
spirit was unlawful and of no effect. 
In this opinion the Governor was sus- 
tained by the United States Attorney 
General Garland. But this was only 
the opinion of an individual, and had 
no ofiioial significance whatever. The 
same subject of dispute hail arisen 
between the Governor and the Legis- 
lature at previous sessions, and the 
same officers, all Mormons in good 
standing, had gone before the people 
for an election and been elected easily. 
but Ihe Governor bad refused to re 
cognize the validity of their appoint- 
ment anil oonsequently would not issue 
commissions to them. These officers 
had, however, gone on in the pel for 
mance of their official duties without 
the Governor's sanction. Again, after 
ward, no writs of election for those 
officers being issued by the (tab Com 
mission recently appointed bv Coll 
gram, the Mormons insisted that their 

own officials were still MM fide 
appointees by virtue of the holding 
over act until their successors were 

regularly appointed, mind you, regu- 
larly appointed, or in other words, in 
their awn modlM operandi. Thus the 
Mormons fought the Governor a; 

point, and his Excellency warned the 
Legislature in bis opening address 
that the Territorial officers were In 
illegal possession of their offices 
and that ho would not trust such 
officials with the public funds. In lien 
of these officials, be nominated three 
good, true men, all Gentiles, but the 
Legislature would have none of them. 
Thus matterl stood when the 

General] Appropriation Bill, amounting 

in the aggregate to $200,000, was 

passed and sent to tho Governor for 
his approval 

From the first, the fate of the bill 
for the education of the deaf incorpo 
rated as it was in a mass with the rest, 
was a foregone conclusion. The final 
net in the exciting drama was about (o 
close, and it was watched with breath 
less interest by all parties concerned.

On a recent evening, your corre- 
spondent, having been given a leave 
of absence for two weeks, found him- 
self snnglv seated in one of the elegant 
Pullman oars that constitute a portion 
of the train leaving Ji ly on 

i be Pennsylvania Railroad, known as 
tbe Ohkrngo Limited Bxprese. A run 
ol a little over two hours bronghl us 
to the handsome terminus of the New 
York ami Philadelphia division, 
known as the Broad Street Station. 
This building is one of ihe most band 
soniely appointed railway stations in 
the United Stales, and it certainly is 
a structure that Philadelphia!] 
well be proud of. Tin* tirsl thing one 
sees as be emerge! from the depot is 
the colossal pile ol marble and granite, 
known as the Public Buildings. When 
completed it will be the largest, if not 
the handsomest structure in ihe world. 
a few steps farther on brines yoo to 
" WaniitnakirV,' which is probably the 
largest (retail') bazar conducted by one 
individual in this country. Il tidies a 

stranger some time .to got acquainted 

with Ihe city, bul within two days it, 
becomes tin easy matter to distinguish 
Market from Chestnut Street, and to 
know that Broad Street is in reality 
14th Street It is a little puzzling at 
first to a New Yorker thai vhe num- 
bered street! ran North and South, ol- 
io the opposite direction from those 
of the "Empire City." There 
distinct "Uptown, retail and down 
town wholesale,' either, but the whole 
city seems to be gathered together in 

a small area. The principal theatres, 

business houses, hotels, post office, 
depots, eta, are within ten minutes' 
walk from the centre of the district. 
The arraugemenl of house numbering 

is excellent. Let me outline il m 
brief. Beginning at Market Street, 
running North or South, each square 
is allotted 100 numbers, tin ugh it 
nly use 30 or 40. To illustrate, 
ten blocks are considered a mile, 
though t litre are lots of small streets 
between Ihe main onet thev are called 
half-squares Kunning North of Mar- 
ket Street to the first block. Filbert 
Street, is numbered from 1 to 100. 
Arch 200, Race 300, Vine 4(H). etc . 
the arraugemenl is a very good one, 
since if you want to go to 1800 North 
12th Si reel, you know it is eighteen 
blocks from Market, and you can tell 
just, where to get out. Of course. In 
dependence Hal'., with its Old Liberty 
Bell, its original of tbe Declaration of 
Independence, its museum of Colonial 
relics, and its gallery of paintin 
Revolutionary heroes, is tbe fust place 
you want, lo visit. A half a day can 
profitably be spent here, another at
